Brief Description of Arguments to be Presented: 

1) Regarding me 35 USC 101 rejection, Applicant asserts that embodiments of the invention as claimed in claims 1-19 and 
27 have a specific and substantial utility at least with Tespect to the public API and that, at the time the invention was made 
and in view of Applicant's disclosure, one of ordinary Skill in the art would have readily recognized that specific and 
substantial utility. 

2) Regarding the 35 USC 103 rejection, Applicant maintains that ip/ima facie case of obviousness has not been established 
against claims 1-27. As noted in a recent Supreme Court decision KSR Int'l Co. V- Teleflex, Inc., No. 04-1350 (U.S. Apr. 30, 
2007), it is Important to identity an apparent reason that would have prompted a person of ordinary skill in the relevant field 
to combine the prior art elements in the manner claimed.
